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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's amendment filed 6/1 8/07 is sufficient to obviate the previous office action 
rejection. 

Terminal Disclaimer 

2. The terminal disclaimer filed on 6/1 8/07 disclaiming the terminal portion of any patent 
granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of 6,624,197 has 
been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer has been recorded. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 35-42 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

5. Claims 24, 26, 27, 30, and 31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Fisnerova (Chem Abstract 1979:203702; abstract of CS 176744). 

Fisnerova d disclosed the following compound: 
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This compound is fully embraced by the claimed genus. 

The genus of claim 24 reads on the species of Fisnerova when A=COOR8, wherein Rg is C1-C20 
alkyl group; X=Ci-Ci 0 linear alkyl substituted with a COOR group wherein R is a linear C1-C20 
alkyl group; Ri=R6= a linear C1-C20 alkyl group and R2=R3=R5 = R6 = hydrogen. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

7, Claims 24, 30 and 33 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Fisnerova (Chem Abstract 1979:203702; abstract of CS 176744). 

Fisnerova teaches a species which anticipates claims 24 and 30. For reasons see 102(b) 
rejection stated herein. Claim 33 differs from the species disclosed in Fisnerova by being an 
adjacent homologue. This difference is not a patentably distinction. It would have been obvious 
to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time that applicant's invention was made to have 
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used other similar compounds in the patent of Fisnerova with a reasonable expectation of 
success.
